The new issues include: (1) in claim 1, adding --said phenolic compatible silane 
and said polyvinyl acetate / silane copolymer forming a binder slurry for application to 
sized continuous fiber strands forming a continuous filament mat, wherein said binder 
slurry provides a compatible interface for phenolic systems- and (2) adding new claim 
26 reciting: -The binder slurry of claim 1 , wherein said binder slurry is compatible with 
phenolic resin in a phenolic pultrusion process-. 

election 

As noted in the final action dated 6-28-07, the invention of species 1 (original 
claims 1-4) has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on 
the merits. Applicant's election of species 1 on page 5 of the reply filed on 8-28-07 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

remarks 

The 103 prior art rejection stands because claims 1-4 and 14-15 fail to require a 
composition different from that suggested by the applied prior art. In particular, claim 1 
fails to require a binder slurry different from that suggested by Martino et al and Vinamul 
technical bulletin. 

Applicant argues "[n]one of the cited references teach or suggest a phenolic 
pultrusion process" (page 10 of after final response filed 8-28-07). This argument is 
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irrelevant because claims 1-4 and 14-15 fail to require a "phenolic pultrusion process". 
Claims 1-4 and 14-15 require a composition (i.e. binder slurry) instead of a method.
